Attempted jobbery. 

* A very sensational occurrence 
took place at the residence of Mr. 
William H. Dilley, at Dilley’sMill 
on Mqaday night of last week. 
Mr. DtUey’s ho.-so ,'s isolated, 
there being no near neighbors. It 
is known as the chief stopping 
place for travelers between Dan- 
more and Hun'ieisville. - About 
sunset of that night a well dressed 
tramp came to the house by « path 
which he oould only have discov¬ 
ered by making a detour from the 
public road. He asked to stop for 
the night, stating that he had no 
money to p§y for his lodging. He 
was taken in to be given a night’s 
lodging. 

" About eighteen months ago Mr. 
Dilley’s father’s house, in this 
neighborhood, was ransacked and 
robbed, and since then it has been 
his custom to lock and bolt bis 
doors at dusk. That night 
everything was locked and 
made secure as usual. The strang¬ 
er, who h^d given no name, was 
evidently acting a part and endeav¬ 
oring to appear a wild and unreas¬ 
oning cranx, but his part Was 
not well a sumed and his listeners 
could but suspicion that he was 
not as foolish as he would make it 

TCit 8 o’clock the stealthy 
footsteps of r group of men were 
heard on the porotf, and instantly 
the door was tried. The rattling 
continued for some minutes until 
Mr. Dillev and st<x)d armed before 
it with a Winchester rifle and pis¬ 
tol. Ligon Marshall stood watch 
over the tramp stranger. 

Just as Mr. Dilley was about to 
fire through the door, end the par¬ 
ty in the house had remained as 
silent as those trying to force an 
entrance, the stranger uttered a 
loud, weird ory that curdled the 
"blood" of the i nmat es of-the hou se, 
and which was unmistakably a sig¬ 
nal of danger to the attacking paN 
ty. Those outside retreated in¬ 
stantly. Then the stranger begged 
to be allowed to ge, bat he was re¬ 
fused the privilege, Mr. Dilley ac¬ 
cusing him of being in league with 
the house-breakers. Directly Mr. 
Dilley opened the door pistol in 
hand, an<l the tramp slipped by 
him and ran. 4 

Mr. Dilley followed but lost his 
trail, and on going to his brother’s 
Amos Dilley, to warn him tq^lqpk 
well to his horses, found him there.. 
The distance between the houses 
is about two miles. 

This was undoubtedly an at¬ 
tempt to rob the nro-nietor of that 
lonely house at Dilley’s Mill, and 
fits in with the plan pn.sued in all 
the robberies, which nave occurred 
so frequently in the lost four yearn. 
The thieves come in the evening 
between supper-time and bed¬ 
time, hold up the inmates 
of the house and go through it 
systematically. The only thing 
which foiled them- in this attempt 
was the precaution, that the owner 
of this house ’ ail taken according 
to his invariable practice of lock¬ 
ing hie doors at’ dusk, ahd opening 
th^m only when the voioe of him 
who is seeking admittance is rec¬ 
ognized.

tfbe wonderful development and 
growth In values of Pocahontas 
County in the half decadejnst pass¬ 
ed, may be" readily illustrated by 
i«lative comparison, and the rapid 
strides of improvement are shown 
by examination of her new court 
"BbaSgunrt jaiL re ce n tly completed. 

Briefly, the court-honse is a well- 
designed piece of architecture of 
the most modern desigu. The 
building proper Is sidy-six feet by 
seventy two feet. Consisting of 
three floors. The basement con¬ 
sists of . six rooms and two large 
halls. In .this basement are four 
large beaters or fornnees, which 
heat the entire bnfMing throughout, 
and will say jipit here they have 
been well tested. 

The basement has four furnace 
rroms, one sanitary room, one 
sloragfe loom, oue fresh air room, 
and one foul air room. This base 
inent story is heilt of stone, and 
finished with bard fluisb on all 
wells. The floors are all grouted 
au l finished with a smooth Port- 
Inn j cement. Oue exit from this 
basement is np a flight of stairs 
made of native Pocahontas oak. 
Here we land in the side or cross. 
bull of the first story floor. We 
find this hall to be fourteen feet 
wide and thirty two feet long, with 
a fourteen foot ^pll to ceiling. We 
then enter the main ball, which is 
ten by seventy-two feet. From this 
main ball we gain entrance to all 
the county offices. First the Conn 
ty Clerk’s office which is sixteen by 
thirty feet. Leading from this room 
we CRier a large flre-proef vault, 
nine by fonrteeu feet, with walls of 
brick twenty two inches thicb. TFfc 
floors and ceilings are made of coo 
Crete, and supported by large ►teel 
beams, with arches of brick, and 
finished with Portland cement. The 
openings are secured with Manly 
Mfg’s. beat fire proof steel abutters 
of the vei.v latest design; the door 
opening is closed* on the inside by a 
pair of doable steel doors, with an 
outside door of heavy steel wilh a 
combination lock. We find the 
vaults absolutely fire-proof in every 
respect. 

From this ball we again enter a 
room. This room will be occupied' 
by the County Court. We find this 
room well lighted with fine ventila¬ 
tion. The exit from this room i#_ 
through a pair of doable doors 
leading into Ibe main ball. We 
then pass into the two elegant 
looms of the Prosecotiug Attorney, 
which are lighted by the large win¬ 
dows four by eight feet. In this 
rpom tbeie is an artistic*ebonized 
mantel of the Qaeeu Elizabeth de¬ 
sign. The windows are hung with 
Gardner’s Sash Ribbon, as are all 
t he windows tbf&gbout the build- 
iog. 

^ Now we puss into the office oftbe 
Sheriff, Wbieh is- a beauty with its' 
oak and oil finish of gloss. 

The next room is that of the 
Cbaucerv Clerk, which is a foe sim¬ 
ile oj the County Cleik’s office, 
with a vault of the same contrac¬ 
tion. Then we enter the tower 
room. This room will be occopLeti 
by the County Surveyor.

All tbs doors ou this floor are, as 
are nil tbs doors throughout the 
building, two inches thick, three 
feet three inches wide, and eight 
feet s*x inches high, with a tran¬ 
som over each door thirty nine by 
forty six inches. The entire build 
ing is waiUacotted with oak four 
feet high with eleven inch molded 
base, finished’ w ith a double braded 
cap of a tasty design. All the 
hardware in this building is of the 
best patents and patterns of solid 
bronze.* 

The main stairway leading from 
this floor landa on the ell-shaped 
nail on the court room floor. From 
this ball we euter the main court 
room, fi fty by fi fty with oeiliug 
eighteen feet high. This room is 
well lighted with nine large win¬ 
dows, and has four exits. This 
room is heated from the furnaces in 
the basement story. Tbe doors 
and windows throughout this build¬ 
ing are furnished with six-inch 
reeded arcestraus with plinth 
block and turned common rosettes 
of a neat design. The bar ia sepa¬ 
rated from tbe main cqurt ball by a 
substantial railing, with turned 
balusters, with a free swinging gate. 
Id the bar enclosure there is an ele 
vated platform for the jary, sur¬ 
rounded by a neat railing. To the 
left of this we find tbe seat of jus¬ 
tice, which is a masterpiece ot work 
manship. 

On leaving the main court-room 
we enter the ball, from this we eu- 
ter two elegant rooms which-are 
the two Petit Jury rooms; the third 
room is the Graud Jury room; the 
fooith, tbe Jddge’s room iJftb^wit¬ 
ness room ; sixth, lawyers consult¬ 
ing room. 

The roof of this structure is self- 
supporting with three How Trusses 
and one Qaeen Truss. This rojf is 
first shea ted with dressed diy piDe, 
l ben covered with tarred sod proof 
paper, ami t irn slated with tLe best 
slate that esn be secured. 

The main tower is eighteen by 
eighteen and one hundred and four 
feet high. Ou tbe right of this 
tower can be seen a cluster or mi 
nor towers which present a nice 
construction. On tbe rear, right, 
and left sides are two tasty dormer 
wiudows. Also 4he lofty gables, 
which add greatly to the roof’s ap¬ 
pearance. * 

Tbe cat above presents the 
building from its narrowest dlmen 
sions. The Jail is directly behind 
tbe court-house, which is to be re- 
gretted, as it is too tastefdl a build- 
ing to be hid. The cot is a good 
representation of the front of the 
building, bnt does not allow one 
to judge very well or its size.
